there were agents with such qualifications as 
would favour the celebration thereof, He 
proceeds to allude to the immense benefits 


‘which the Philippine would obtain fron 


such marriages not only in the moral and 
social sense but also in the political sense. 
In the first instance, "he believes that the 
vices he mentions would ‘be checked; 
the improvement of the native races would 
be subsequently achieved and finally, ‘the 
Americanization of the’ islands would re- 
ceive a great impulse. It is his belief |- 
that’ the Filipino women (their parents 
and brethren) will not: but be proud 
when obtaining by ‘marriage. the title 
of American citizens to themselves and their 
children, the benefits of which,, sooner or 
later, the Filipino people as well as the 
Americans would enjoy, as they are witnessing 
what is taking place betwen Spain and the 
Latin-American countries, an eloquent proof 
of which is "La Union Ibero-Americana.” 

After all, it is largely a question of 
creating some basis of mutual respect and 
liking and doing away with prejudice and 
bias ; and if the bureau is permitted and can

Sit,—T am directed by the Committee of the 
Chinese Commercial Union .to address ya 
under the following circumstances :— 


As. His Excellency the. ‘Governor: is no. 


doubt aware a widespread movement has been 
started amongst the Chinese in many places 
in China and also in the British Colony of the 
atroits Settlements for the purpose. of the 
boycotting by Chinese of American goods and 
products, such movement is attributable to the 
patriotic, and as it seems to us Iggitimate, 
desire of inducing the Government of the 
United States of -Ametica to’ modify ‘the 
very stringent laws which they have: made in 
connection with the ‘exclusion of Chinese 
from the United States.of America, . 

Under these circumstances, we would most 
respectfully ask His Excellency the Governor 
fora permit under his-hand, under the provi- 
sions of Section §1 of Ordinance No, 3 of 1888, 
authorizing public meetings of Chinese to be 
held at Nos, 30 and 32, Des Vaux Road, Cen- 
tral, Victoria, in this Colony, for the purpose of 
discussing and, ifnecessary, p passing resolutions 
in connection ‘with. the question as fo’ what 
action should be taken by the Chinese’ in this 
Calony in regard to the above movement.

Mr C. B, Buckley, a well-known Genet in 
Singapore, writes to the Straéts Times under 
the above caption as follows :— 

‘T saw ‘in issue last Friday a report of a case 
heard in the Potice Court, headed 'Justifiable 


Homicide.” The facts were that a Chinese |. 


‘living in the jungle, miles” away from “any 


Police Station, was awakened jn the middle of, 


the night by agang of armedrobbers who broke 
into his house, One of them, it is sald, made 
a lunge at him, with a long knife, and the oc: 
cupier ‘who 'was in danger of his life, fired a 
‘gun he most fortunately had ut hand, and shot 
the robber dead, . 

‘I venture to think that as reasonable peaple, 
‘whatever our condition in life, and however 
safe we may feel at night in,our owo well-built’ 
houses (despite some terrible instances to the 
contmry since the year 183t down to a very 
sad case a few years ago) we cannot but thank 
the Chinaman for what he did, and could and 
wish that it had happened in other cases. And 
when I think of these hard-working Chinamen, 
‘fiving in their little vicketty houses, sometimes, 
with their wives and children, far away from 


any assistance, | see Sikh Constables (as I have {* 


done three times lately)'standing at night’ io’ a, 
party of two or three together right under the 
gas lamp opposite the Tanglin Club, where 
robbers will certainly not show themselves, 
instead of walking in the jungle paths where 
they might hope to catch, them walking 
away with what they have stolen; and 
when T hate known of cases in the 
Jungle where women have been: attack: 
ed and injured, and everything ‘robbed, my 
sympathies are certainly. with this Chinaman 
who met and defeated his enemies, The Police 
cannot be everywhere at band in the centre of 
the jungle to protect law-abiding people who 
live under our protection, and common sense 
cas well as the law, and I say it very. advisedly, 
gives those whose houses are entered by bur 

glars very great (protection, and.udoes not in- 

quire too closely into. the steps they tnke to 
protect themselves and their property, It has 
heen thellaw since the time of Charles L It is 
too long a subject to’ enter on here, but it was 
fully discussed in a case not many years since 
in which I was counsel for the defence of a 


‘gentleman, an Englis solicitor practising here, 


who shot a servant at night, with reasonable 
grounds for thinking he was a robber (although 
he was‘ his own ‘servant) and was acquitted. 
The law is clear, and the reasons for it are 
sound, “A burglar, entering ‘a house at night 
knows what he is: there for, and is ready to 
meet ‘any danger, and prepared. to effect his 
escape at any risk., While ‘the occupier. {for 
want of a better word for the moment) is per. 
haps awakened suddenly, in a darkened room 
he is taken altogether at a‘ disadvantage and 
has to act quickly on the spur of the moment. 
Of course no one should take extreme: mea-- 
sures, and shoot 4 man dead, without using all 
reayonable care; but that is a question -of 
degree which it is hard to judge in clear 


daylight, and the law makes a very large 


allowance, The old case was that of a man 
who was wakened ‘by his wife telling him 
there were robbers in the house? He went 
down. with a rapier, and running down the 
kitchen stairs he suddenly saw some one 
thro.igh the crack of the door (between the 
hinges anid the door) und ran his rapier through, 
killing the servant girl who had gone down 
there very carly, The girl partly brought iton 
herself by hiding, instead of calling out who 
she was, but she probably also thought her 
master wasarobber. It was decided that. the 
master was entirely without faalt, This de- 
cided the law, A most regrettable occurrence, 
but there is sound sense in protecting people 
against robbers, especially in the night, and 
not treating an unfortunate mistake asa crime, 
which it.cannot be. ; 

This being so, let us see what the repart tells 
us was done in Friday's case before the Police 
Magistrate, One wonders what the Attorney- 
General, the Deputy Public prosecutor, the 
Folice and the Magistrate are about. How, 
did the authorities deal with the case?, The 
report says that that “accused” was brought 
up (put in the dock) on an. allegation’ of 
homicide not-amounting to murder, and ends 
by saying that he was discharged. The 
Magistrate could not discharge the man, he 
could not try him, all he could do was to say 
that there was not sufficient evidence to com- 
mit the maa for trial, [tis-a case that would 
have to go to the jury. .
